“Saga", and Harold Weis berg, a defendant herein, residing at Coq D*0r Farm, 
Hyatts town, Maryland, who conducts business in the State of Louisiana by 
virtue of the sales in Louisiana of his book 11 White wash -The Report on the 
Warren Commission Report 1 is the author of the article "’Kennedy's 3.T urder- 
Euried Proof of a Conspiracy”, which article appears in the April 1967 
edition of S^gsa. designated as Volume 34, No, 1, and. by virtue of 

his being the author and publisher of the book entitled "Whitewash^ The Report 
on the Warren Commission Report 1 1 \ which book has been widely sold and dis- 
tributed in the State of Louisiana, are justly and trueiy indebted unto petitioner 
jointly, severally, and in solido, in the full sum of One Million Dollars 
($ 1,000,600. 00) for the reasons hereinafter set forth.

States more than he does Russia".'” 
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
